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The following constitutes the reasons for this bill and the purposes which are sought to be
accomplished thereby:

Legislative Bill 102 would allow students completing associate of arts or associate of science
degrees at a Nebraska community college to be deemed a high school graduate for financial aid
and admission purposes at a postsecondary education institution. Such students would also be
required to have completed coursework in English, mathematics, natural science, and social
studies at either an accredited high school or community college.
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
